self personally" and he hoped he ex- 
pressed the views of others." 
Richmond for Abolition. 
Mr. Richmond argued that the de- 
partment was unnecessary. He eaiu 
that the people should not send men 
to the legislature who did not know 
what they were there for. He de- 
clared if the abolition of the depart- 
ment did not gave the people a cent, 
it should be abolished to get rid of 
this extra wheel of government. 
"I don't believe this bureau is need- 
ed," declared Mr. Richmond. 
"I be- 
lieve-the people want it abolished." 
"Aren't the corporations willing to 
draft the bills for the members, and 
didn't they do it before the depart- 
ment was created?" asked Assem'oly- 
man Mlnkley. 
"I think not," replied Mr. Rich- 
mond. "There is the same unreason- 
able prejudice 
against 
corporatipns 
as there is against his Satanic majes-

New York, April 28.—Muich of the 


mystery surrounding the motordrome 
to be.laid out on ithe site of the old 
Sheepshead Bay race track has been 
dissipated with the announcement of

that the two mile

mobile racing courses, with a speed 
of 140 miles an hour as the limit of 
reasonable safety for drivers. 


The confidence of the men fostering 
the motordrome project is Indicated 
by the fact that they are providing a 
seating capacity of 200,000 persons. 
Their estimate of this high attend- 
ance figure is based on the .great in- 
terest shown at Indianapolis, where 
the auto races at times have drawn 
nearly 100,000 persons, with an im- 
mediate population of only 233,000 up- 
on which to draw.

THE JUVENILE COURT. 
The following is an extract, from a 
paper read by Mrs. J. R. Whiffen be- 
fore the "Philomathian club on Satur- 
day, 
April 24: 
The- juvenile court has been called 
by some,, "the world's-largest life-sav- 
ing station." 
Others have likened it 
to a clinic for the treatment and care 
of neglected, delinquent children. To 
the average person the words juvenile 
court calls to mind a tribunal dealing 
mostly , with offenses committed by 
children. If thelr's were .the only 
faults the courts had to deal with the 
problems would be far more easily 
solved. It truly has been said that 
in almost all cases there are three of- 
fenders, the child, the parent and the 
community, and the child the least re- 
sponsible. 
Previous to the year 1899 all over 
our land, children who had violated 
a law, an ordinance, were subject to 
the same arrest, trial and punishment 
whi-ch befell older men and women. 
The process of putting law-breakers 


of all ages on probation, that {swallow- 
ing them to- remain in" - their accus- 
tomed places under promise of good 
behavior, and subject to 
the over- 
sight of a probation officer 
of the 
court, who in turn took the part of 
•guide,-friend and philosopher, was the 
first step toward looking upon these 
peoule as a class requiring .individual 
study. Results of this closer inspec- 
tion of wrong-doers, began to be re- 
flected in the laws establishing, juve- 
nile courts. 
It. is recorded in 
the 
statutes of the states which hold juve- 
nile courts that no young person''un- 
der sixteen years of age. could be 
•considered guilty of a 
crime.

he is in need of counsel and protec- 
tion.
